sul of Turkey,

time it was given out that he had killed | 


himself with a pair of scissors. This hap- 
pened in the summer of 1876. The first 
ruler assassinated in this period of thirty- 
five years was Abraham Lincoln. The 


details of this are too fresh in the minds 


of all to need repeating. 

Next in point of date comes the assassin- 
ation of Alexander II, czar of Ruésia, in 
1881. The nihilist party had been very ac- 
tive for several years and their propaganda 
had been so widely successful that the 
middle, and even the upper classes, were 
honeycombed with nihilistic ideas. Many 
plots had been laid against the life of the 
czar despite his well-known tendencies to 
liberalism, as liberalism goes in despotic 
Russia. All these plots had failed. 

The last and successful plot was elabor- 
ately laid. The nihilists gave no warning. 
Count Melikoff, to whom the czar had 
given absolute power, had fancied he had 
wiped out nihilism. The nihilists knew 
that on March 13th the empervr intended 
reviewing the marine corps. - There were 
two probable routes for the royal carriage, 
and the nihilists laid a mine under the one 
that was the more likely to be taken. On 
the other route they had men stationed 
with hand grenades of terrible explosive 
force under their coats. 

How Alexander II. Met His Death. 

The emperor drove back from the review 
by way of the Catherine canal, instead of 
through Little Garden street, where the 
Mine was jaid. The imperial carriage was 
completely surrounded by Cossacks; the 
line of the advance was guarded by uni- 
formed and ununiformed police. At the 
canal some laborers were removing snow 
from the bridge. One of them, or rather, 
one who seemed to be of them, dropped 
his shovel as the carriage drawn so swiftly 
by its six horses whirled up. He pressed 
through the crowd of laborers, took out 
his bomb and hurled it, aiming at the car- 
riage. It fell behind it, exploded, tore out 
part of the rear of it and wounded two 
Cossacks. Dvorjetsky, prefect of the police, 
was following the imperial carriage in a 
sleigh. He jumped out and seized Ryssakoff, 
who had thrown the bomb. Ryssakoff drew 
— fired a pisto] before he was overpow- 
ered. 

The czar, fearing some of his officers 
had been hurt, jumped from the carriage. 
Hardly had his fvot touched the ground 
when a second bomb exploded, instantly 
killing Greuevitsky, who threw it, and 
breaking the czar’s legs and tearing a hole 
in his abdomen. Two hours after the ex- 
plosion the czar was dead. Ryssakoff and 
five others, who were implicated in the 
plot, were found guilty and hanged April 
15th. They gloried in their part in the 
plot, confessing it freely at the trial. 
Ryssakoff was a student in.the Mining 
institute and was not yet twenty-two 
years old.

Some Characteristics: and the Home Life 


of a Good Woman. 


HOW SHE GIVES TO THOSE NEEDING 


The Widow of the Slain President a Most 
Benevolent Lady, Who Is Loved 
by the Whole People. 


While the world is full of the terrible 
tragedy in France, and the press giving 
details of ‘the nature and characteristics of 
the president of the republic, it will be in- 
teresting to get a glimpse into the person- 
ality of his widow as gathered from a let- 
by an intimate 
friend of Mme. Carnot. 

“If there is one woman in the world ‘ihe 
has a holy horror of everything which can 
in any way resemble notoriety, it is Mme. 
Carnot. Her greatest desire is not to be 
talked about. 

“But, whether she is willing or not, the 
wife of the chief of state is placed con- 
spicuously ‘in the foreground by the very 


| fact of being his wife, and cannot preyent 


public cursosity from gazing upon hef, and 
from observing the acts.of he. daily life. 

“She may, however, reassure herself; to 
talk of her is to speak well of her, and her 
modesty alone will be tried. 

“Tall, dark, her eyes shining with great 
brilllancy, her hair black as jet, Mme. Car- 
not is a woman of remarkable distinction. 
Moreove., in the salon of her father, Du- 
popit- -White, she came in contact, from in- 
fancy, with peculiarly elegant, intelligent 
an¢ literary people. There she early mingled 
with the elite of Parisian society, and had 
but to continue the tradition of her home to 
become the accomplished woman of the 
world. 

‘““‘To stately manners, the value of which 
are doubled by their simplicity, to an un- 
erring and judicious judgment, Mme. Car- 
not joins other accomplishment#s“no less 
precious. She is, in every acceptation of 
the word, a very. kwuid-hearted woman, 
whose goodness and benevolence are inex- 
haustible. 

“She has organized a regular department 
at the Elysee palace, whicn she directs 
herself—the department gof charity. 

“Be it Known that ev day more than 
two hundred letters addressed to Mme. Car- 
not arrive at the Elysee, and that on, the 
eve of rent day the number fs more than 
doubled. These letters are, of course, so 
many petitions for assistance. 

The examination of this voluminous mail 
is Mme. Carnot’s first occupation on rising 
in the morning. All letters to her address, 
without exception, are placed upon her 
writing table, and, after first sorting them 
to rind the exclusively personal envelopes, 
Mme. Carnot sends back the letters to Mon- 
iseur Lieutenant Luccioni, who opens them, 
reads them and marks Tptn the margin 
the object of the request. The mail, thus 
arranged, is returned to Mme. Carnot, who 
reads it in her own turn and points out, 
either by word of mouth or by a me written 
by herself, the course to be. followed. For 
years you can éasily’ see that no fortune 
exists large enough to permit of giving en- 
tire Zetis@.ation t5 each one of these g pii- 
cations for aid. Distinetions must be estab- 
lished, requests must be modified or even 
rejected.- The most urgent here are always 
attended to, that is to-say that, after the 
investigation made coneerning each solicitor 
relief is given to the most pressing cases. 
Let it suffice you to know that, on an aver- 
age, a sum of 1,000 franes, of $200, is thus 
distributed by Mme. Carnot every morning. 

“T need not speak of the gifts made peri- 
odically at the opening of the new year.

“The manner of giving is said to be of 
more importance than that which is given, 
and Mme. Carnot is inspired with this truth, 
for, in the purpose of sparing the unfor- 
tunate ones all injury to their self-respect, 
and of relieving them from the gossip of 
their neighbors, the supplies reach their 
very ingenious way.

Every time the president, 
in the course of one of his journeys re- 
ceived a gift of cloth, silk or otherwise, 
Mme. Carnot hastened to wear at the first 
reception the toilet which she had made of 
the material. 

“If there has been of late in Paris an 
elegant and popular salon it is that of 
the Elysee. To gain any idea of it one 
should see the quantity of requests for in- 
vitaltions sent at the time of grand balls 
or of garden parties.

THE WORK OF THE ABSTRACT MAKER 


The Courtbouse in Atlanta Is Crowded 
with Lawyers Every Day, Looking 
Up Land Records. 


Something 


The examination of real estate titles 
is a subject which has never occurred to 


' men who have never owned real estate, 


and yet its importance is al] pervading. 

When a’man buys property the first thing 
that suggests itself to his mind is, “is my 
title good?’’ 

Close investigation would show that many 
a man is sleeping over a volcano in the 
form of a Jawsuit in regard to the very 
home he is living in—a lawsuit that will 
take years to determine, during which time 
no sale can be made of the property, and 
a lawsuit that may have to take days and 
weeks and even months of his time in 
attendance on the courts as witness or 
party to the suit. 

Titles in most of the southern cities 
are examined by the lawyers, except in 
those places where a complete copy of 
the records is in possession of an abstract 
or title guaranty company. 

In Georgia al] land was originally owned 
by the state, which subdivided it into 
districts, and these were in turn subdivided 
into land lots, the land lots into half and 
quarter land lots and later into smal! lots. 

So that every title to be absolutely per- 
fect beyond all peradventure is best to run 
back to the state, the original grantor to 
its citizens. 

In examining a title one must have a 
starting point and that starting point is 
always a deed furnished by the Jast 
owner, or the record of that deed in case 
it is lost at the courthouse. 

Any man can have a deed recorded for 
a dollar or less. Then it makes but little 
difference whether he loses the original 
deed or not, as the record remains a per- 
petual memorial of what the deed con- 
tained and is quite as good evidence of 
his title. Title is said by the law books 
to be 
in the land.” 

For instance, he may have the highest 
or fee simple interest, which means the 
absolute inteiest to do with it as he 
pleases; he may have only an estate for life 
in it, which, in the case of a woman, is 


. what her dower right ts, or he may have 


an interest for only a certain number of 
years or until the performance of some 
particular thing or the happening of some 
certain event. Again, his only interest may 
be that of a mortgage, that is, one who 
holds the property to secure some loan 
made to the person mortgaging it. 

Having secured the starting point above 
referred to, the title is then examined back- 
wards, that is to say it is traced from 
the present time back towards its first 
owner, the state. Take an example. Dick 
Brown owns a certain corner. Te desire 
to make an abstract to the property. We 
go to the courthouse and by searching the 
records find that he bought it in 1850 from 
Bill Smith. The next step is to see who 
Bill Smith bought it from. We find that 
he got it from Tom Jones in 1840. Tnen 
we wish to see who Tom Jones got it from. 
We find in 1820 he bought it from the state 
of Georgia. This gives us our complete 
“chain of title,” so called by the. ab- 
stracters:'’ We next have to find if during 
the periods owned by them respectfully, 
any of these owners made a deed that an- 
tedates that in the chain. In other words, 
if Tom Jones made any deed from 1820 to 
1840 to this property to anybody. other 
than Bil] Smith, befere the date of his deed 
to Smith, the probability is that that other 
person has a better title. Equally so if Tom 
Jones made any mortgage to anybody it 
would have precedence over Bill Smith’s 
title. Even if a judgment was obtained 
against Tom Jones for any amount during 
the period of hig ownership it would be a 
lien on the property which could only be 
cured by lapse of time or being paid 
off. 
A loborer’s lien may be filed on the 
property during this period, or the taxes 
may not have been paid and numbers of 
other things may have happened which 
would prejudice the title of Bil] Smith, 
all of which have to be looked into be- 
fore the title can be pronounced good. 
So on with every other man fn the chain 
of owners. His name has to be searched 
against for every one of the kinds of 
conveyances which would incumber his 
property mentioned above, 

A Rather Difficult Task. 


This was a comparatively simple matter 
when one man owned the entire land lot, 
or even half of it, but when five hundred or 
a thousand different men own a land lot 
it makes title examination an exceedingly 
Jaborious and risky business. 

The manner in which the records are ar- 
ranged makes it nécessary that every deed 
made by an owner during the period in 
which he had it before selling to the man 
you are examining for should be looked 
into. to see that it does not cover your 
gwoperty. So with every mortgage lien, 
judgment, etc. Getting the skeleton of the 
tiNe is called ‘“‘making the chain,” looking 
for older deeds and incumbrances of various 
sorts is known as looking for “outstanding 
conveyances,”’ or sometimes called: ‘‘cross 
searching.” It is this that makes title exam- 
ining so irksome. 

For instance, ‘‘old man Jack Wallace,”’ 
as they call him, who speculated in Atlanta 
property so extensively, is the bete noir of 
the title searchers of Fulton county, for 
during the period he handled the yellow 
dirt of Atlanta he made over one thou- 
sand deeds, and each of these has to be 
xone through to see if any one of them 
should cover the particular piece of proper- 
ty being investigated. The old bankruptcy 
law used to mix things up occasionally, 
especially where the title came through the 
registrar in bankruptcy. 

In addition to the work specified above 
in regard to the usual liens, city property 
jhhas to be looked into in regard to sewer 
fi. fas., which are a lien,. belgian block 
executions and paving fi. fas., any of which 
bind the property until they are paid. Not 
only do lawsuits that have actually been 
reduced to judgments have to be investi- 
gated, but the case docket has to be

The legislature a year or so ago passed 
a bill requiring ev ing to be recorded 
at once, and if it was done the man 
|} who did have his papers recorded comes in 
ahead of the one who does not. Under the 
various efficient clerks of the superior court 
Fulton county’s records are in good condi- 
tion, with the exception of the fact that 
about five thousand of the pages are miss- 
ing on account of the strange loss of cer- 
tain books, including three or four 
deed books, a mortgage book and an execu- 
tion docket containing, say four thousand 
executions. Al] these original records are 
lost to the county, although there is a 
company known as the Land Title War- 
ranty Company, gotten up a number of 
years ago by Messrs. Inman, . Thornton 
and others, who have copies of ali the 
records, including copies cf the stolen 
records, which copies were made by Mr. 
Collins, who was clerk of .the court, and 
who Kept.a copy, or rather abstract, of 
every paper that came into the courthouse, 
including the lost books. So when the 
original records were stolen it left the 
county records incomplete so far as these 
a&re concerned, except for the information 
owned by this company. The big insurance 
companies are very particular about their 
abstracts, and when they make a loan they 
nearly ajways consult these lost copies of 
the records, for which they are required to 
pay a nominal fee. A homestead book was 
also stolen, and a homestead completely 
vitiates a title until it is removed by order 
of court. In ntaking out a chain. of title 
every conveyance or link is numbered and 
each gives the name of the man who sold 
it, the name of the person to whem he 
sold, the date of the sale, the date of 
the record, the amount .-paid for the prop- 
emy and a description of the property, to- 
gether with a notation that it is either 
properly executed or noting the irregularity, 
Such as not being properly witnessed or 
executed or something of that _ sort. 
Besides all the hard work detailed to you, 
there is a great mass of work to be done 
outside of the courthouse in the way of 
personal investigation, so that at the end 
of the abstract the attorney who examines 
it can give an opinion, which generally says 
it is good or bad, sometimes suggesting 
what will perfect it, but always detailing 
every fact bearing ,on the purity of the 
title. 

It is very hard to say, even after the 
most minute investigation, that any title is 
perfect. What seems to be needed here 
is @ guaranty company which would + 
sure titles. In the north a lawyer néver 
thinks of examining a title, but it is done 
entirely by companies, some of whom have 
many millions of dollars capita}. They are 
generally known as guaranty title compa- 
nies and do an immense business. 

In ten years there has been a wonderful 
increase in thge”work of examining titles. 
Then it was a rare thing that a man had 
a piece of. property investigated before 
buying; now a sensible business man no 
more thinks of buying a piece of property 
without having the title investigated: than 
he does of buying a horse without looking 
into his mouth or asking his color and 
the courthouse is filled with men who are 
making abstracts. The record room of the 
courthouse has been greatly improved of 
late by putting in roller shelves, which 
are a great convenience to the lawyers. 
The guaranty of a lawyer on a title has 
been held to extend only four years by the 
supreme court. That of a guaranty company 
extends indefinitely, as it is insurance. 


A GCOD CHANCE 


To Help Young Georgians to Obfain 
an Education. 

Editor Constitution—When the report on 
the Charles McDonald Brown scholarships 
was laid before the trustees of the univer- 
sity on the 18th instant, eighteen appil- 
cants were judged to have met every de- 
mand of the vigorous tests. The affidavits 
showed them to be in need of the loan in 
order to complete their education. The cer- 
tificates of three county officers declared 
them to be of. good moral character, apt 
to leagn and ambitious to make high at- 
tainments. Physicians certified that they 
were in reasonably good: health. Their 
answers to the questions propounded by 
the faculty showed them to be well prepared 
for the classes for which they were ap- 
plying. 

But the income of the scholarship fund 
only suffices for twelve such ‘applicants. 
What, then, shall be done? The trustees 
adopted the only solution which was open 
to them. They made the appointments to 
the scholarships according t8 the grading 
of their examination papers. This plan 
nominated twelve of the applicants, and 
the other six were made “alternates.”’ 

The plan was just and wise under the 
conditions named, but the distinction is 
purely technical. Every one of the “alter- 
nates’’ had passed into the class for which 
he was applying with a margin of ten points 
or more to spare. A slight change in the 
questions would probably have given some 
of them the advantage over their more 
successful rivals. 

Every man who has passed through strug- 
gles to find success must feel for the disap- 
pointment of these vouths, scattered widely 
over the state. They had toiled manfully 
for the prize. They had deserved it. Noth- 
ing but the failure of our treasury to supply 
$1,200 has disappointed their hopes. Perhaps, 
among your readers, there are some who 
can, and who will, come to the help of these 
worthy young men. 

The loan of $200 will hardly of § itself 
suffice, even with the closest economy; but 
they always manage to get through some- 
how. One teaches a country school during 
his vacation; another works on the farm; 
a third keeps store. 

If any one wishes to aid in the good 
work, I will gladly act as his agent, or Mr. 
A. L. Hull, secretary and treasurer of the 
trustees, will do so. One-half of the loan 
might be paid on September Ist, the re- 
mainder on January ist. The written pledge 
to repay the amount will be transmitted 
from the young man to his kind helper. It 
will be a debt of honor. Governor Brown is 
correct in holding it’s better to lend the 
money than to give it. What a privilege it 
must be to him in his old agé to feel that 
he is helping every year twelve worthy 
young Georgians in the university, and six 


or eight more at Dahlonega!

Close investigation would show that many 
a man is sleeping over a volcano in the 
form of a lawsuit in regard to the very 
home he is living in—a lawsuit that will 
take years to determine, during which time 
no sale can be made of the property, and 
a lawsuit that may have to take days and 
and even months of his time in 
attendance on the courts as witness or 
party to the suit. 

Titles in .most of the southern cities 
are examined by the lawyers, except in 
those places where a complete copy of 
the records is in possession of an abstract 
or title guaranty company. 

In Georgia al] land was originally owned 
by the state, which subdivided it into 
districts, and these were in turn subdivided 
into land lots, the land lots into half and 
quarter land lots and later into small lots. 

So that every title to be absolutely per- 
fect beyond all peradventuge is best to run 
back to the state, the oribinal grantor to 
its citizens, 

In examining a titlé one must have a 
starting point and that starting point is 
always a deed furnished by the last 
owner, or the record of that deed in case 
it is lost at the courthouse. 

Any man can have a deed recorded for 
a dollar or less. Then it makes but little 
difference whether he loses the original 
deed or not, as the record remains a per- 
petual memorial of what the deed con- 
tained and is quite as good evidence of 
his title. Title is said by ihe law books 
to be “that interest which a’ man has 
in the land.” 

For instance, he may have the highest 
or fee simple interest, which means the 
absolute inte.est to do with it as he 
pleases; he may have only an estate for life 
in it, which, in the case of a woman, is 
what her dower right is, or he may have 
an interest for only a certain number of 
years or until the performance of some 
particular thing or the happening of some 
certain event. Again, his only interest may 
be that of a mortgage, that is, one who 
holds the property to secure some loan 
made to the person mortgaging it. 

Having secured the starting point above 
referred to, the title is then examined back- 
wards, that is to say it is traced from 
the present time back towards its first 
owner, the state. Take an (example. Dick 
Brown owns a certain corner. We desire 
to make an abstract to the property. We 
go to the courthouse and Dy searching the 
records find that he bought it in 1850 from 


Bill Smith. The next step is to see who 


Bill Smith bought it from. We find that 
he got it from Tom Jones’ in 1840.. Tnen 
we wish to see who Tom Jones got it from. 
We find in 1820 he bought it from the state 
of Georgia. This gives us our complete 
“chain of title.””’ so called by the ab- 
stracters. We next have to find if during 
the periods. owned by them respectfully, 
any of these owners made a deed that an- 
tedates that in the chain. In other words, 
if Tom Jones made, any deed from 1820 to 
1840 to this property to anybody other 
than Bil] Smith wvefore'the date of his deed 
to Smjth, the probability is*that that other 
person has a better title. Equally se if Tom 


~Jones made any mortgage to anybody it 


would have precedence over Bill Smith’s 
title. Even if a judgment was obtained 
against Tom Jones for any amount during 
the period of his ownership it would be a 
lien on the property which could only be 
cured by lapse of time or being paid 
off. 

A loborer’s lien may be filed on the 
property during this period, or the taxes 
may not have been paid and numbers of 
other things may have happened which 
would prejudice the title of Bil] Smith, 
all of which have to be looked into be- 
fore the title can be pronounced good. 
So on with every other man tn the chain 
of owners. His name has to be searched 
against for every one of the kinds of 
conveyances which would incumber his 
property mentioned above. 

A Rather Difficult Task. 


This was a comparatively simple mattér 
when one man owned the entire land lot, 
or even half of it, but when five hundred or 
a thousand different men own a land lot 
it makes title examination an exceedingly 
jaborious and risky business. : 

The manner-in which the records are ar- 
ranged makes it necessary that every deed 
made by an owner during the period in 
which he had it before selling to the man 
vou are examining for should be looked 
Into to gee that it does not cover your 
groperty. So with every mortgage lien, 
judgment, etc. Getting the @keleton of the 
titie is called ‘‘making the chain,” looking 
for older deeds and incumbrances of various 
sorts is known as looking for ‘outstanding 
conveyances,” or sometimes called ‘‘cross 
searching.” It is this that miukes title exam- 
ining so irksome. 

For instance, ‘old man Jack Wallace,” 
as they call him, who speculated in Atlanta 
property so extensively, is the bete noir of 
the title searchers of Fulton county, for 
during the period he handled the yellow 
dirt of Atlanta he made over one thou- 
sand deeds, and each of these has to be 
gone through to see if any one of them 
should cover the particular piece of proper- 
ty being investigated. The old bankruptcy 
law used to mix things up occasionally, 
especially where the title came through the 
registrar in bankruptcy. * ; 

In addition to the work specified above 
in regard to the usual liens, city property 
jas to be looked into in regard to sewer 
fi. fas., which are a lien, belgian block 
executions and paving fi. fas., any of which 
bind the property until they are paid. Not 
only do lawsuits that have actually been 
reduced to judgments have to be investi- 
gated, but the case docket has to be 


gone through to see if any case has been | 


filed against the property, @s it immediate-

a bill requiring everything to be recorded 
at once, and if it was not done the man 
who did have his papers recorded comes in 
ahead of the one who does not. Under the 
various efficient clerks of the superior court 
Fulton county's records are in good condi- 
tion, with the exception of the fact that 
about five thousand of the pages are miss- 
ing on account of the strange loss of cer- 
tain books, including three or four 
deed books, a mortgage book and an execu- 
tion docket containing, say four thousand 
executions. Al] these original records are 
lost to the county, although there is a 
company known as the Land Title War- 
ranty Company, gotten up a number of 
years ago by Messrs. Inman, Thornton 
and others, who have copies of all the 
records, including copies of the stolen 
records, which copies were made by Mr. 
Collins, who was clerk of the court, and 
who kept a copy, or rather absiract, of 
every paper that came into the courthouse, 
including the lost books. So when the 
original records were stolen it left the 
county records incomplete so far as these 
are concerned, except for the information 
owned by this company: The big insurance 
companies are very particular about their 
abstracts, and when they make a loan they 
nearly always consult these lost copies of 
the records, for which they are required to 
pay a nominal fee. A homestead book was 
also stolen, and a homestead completely 
vitiates a title unti) it is removed by order 
of court. In making out a chain of title 
every conveyance or link is numbered and 
each gives the name of the man who sold 
it, the name of the person to whom he 
sold, the date of the sale, the date of 
the record, the amount paid for the prop- 
enty and a description of the property, to- 
gether with a notation that it is either 
properly executed or noting the irregularity, 
such as not being properly witnessed or 
executed or something of that = sort. 
Besides all the hard work detaijed to you, 


| there is @ great mass of work to be done 


outside of the courthouse in the way of 
personal investigation, so that at the end 
of the abstract the attorney who examines 
it can give an opinion, which generally says 
it is good or bad, sometimes suggesting 
what will perfect it, but always detailing 
every fact bearing on the purity of the 
title. 

It is very hard to say, even after the 
most minute investigation, that any title is 
perfect. What seems to be needed here 
is @ guaranty company which would in- 
sure titles. In the north a lawyer :never 
thinks of examining a title, but it is done 
entirely by companies, some of whom have 
many millions’ of dollars capita]. They are 
generally known as guaranty title compa- 
nies and do an immense business. 

In ten years there has been a wonderful 
increase in the work of examining titles. 
Then it was a rare thing that a man had 
a plece of property investigated before 
buying; now a sensible business man no 
more thinks of buying a piece.of property 
without having the title investigated than 
he does of buying a horse without looking 
into his mouth or asking his color and 
the courthouse is filled with men who are 
making abstracts. The record room of the 
courthouse has been greatly improved of 
late by putting in roller shelves, which 
are @ great convenience to the lawyers. 
The guaranty of a lawyer on a title has 
been held to extend only four years by the 
supreme court. That of a guaranty company 
extends indefinitely, as it is insurance. 
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A GOOD CHANCE 


Teo Help Young Georgians to Obfain 
an Education. 

Editor Constitution—When the report on 
the Charles McDonald Brown scholarships 
was laid before the trustees of the univer- 
sity on the 18th‘instant, eighteen appli- 


‘cants were judged to have met every de- 


mand of the vigorous tests. The affidavits 
showed them to be in need of the loan in 
order to complete their education. The cer- 
tificates of three county offieers declared 
them to be of good moral character, apt 
to learn and ambitious to make high at- 
tainments. Physicians certified that they 
were in reasenably good health. Their 
answers to the questions propounded by 
the faculty showed them to be well prepared 
for the classes for which they were ap- 
plying. 

But the income of the scholarship fund 
only suffices for twelve such applicants. 
What, then, shall be done? The trustees 
adopted the only solution which was open 
to them, They made the appointments to 
the scholarships according to the grading 
of their examination papers, This plan 
nominated twelve of the applicants, and 
the other six were made “‘alternates.”’ 

The plan was just and wise under the 
conditions named, but the distinction is 
purely technical. Eyery one of the “alter- 
nates’’ had passed into the class for which 
he was applying with a margin of ten points 
or more to spare. A slight change in the 
questidns would probably have given some 
of them the advantage over their more 
successful rivals. 

Every man who has passed through strug- 


gles to find success must feel for the disap- fF 


pointment of these vouths, scattered widely 
over the state. They had toiled manfully 
for the prize. They had deserved it. Noth- 
ing but the failure of our treasury ta supply 
$1,200 has disappointed their hopes. Perhaps,

can, and who will, come to the help of these 
worthy young men. 

The loan of $200 will hardly of itself 
suffice, even with the.closest economy; but 
they always manage to get through some- 
how. One teaches a country school during 
his vacation; another works on the farm; 
a third keeps store. 

If any one wishes to aid in the good 
work, I will gladly act as his agent, or Mr. 
A. L. Hull, secretary and treasurer of the 
trustees, will do so. One-half of the loan 
might be paid on September ist, th- re- 
mainder on January ist. The written p: ige 
to repay the amount will be transmitted 
from the young man to his kind helper. It 
will be a debt of honor. Governor Brown is 
correct in holding it’s better to lend the 
money than to give if. What a privilege it 
must be to him in his old agé to feel that 
he is helping every year twelve worthy 
young Georgians in the university, and six 
or eight more at Dahlonega!

He Was the Last Head of a European 

Government Killed Before Carnét. 
From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

The last head of an European govern- 
ment who died at the hand of an assassin 
was Alexander HM, emperor of Russia, who 
was murdered by nihilist conspirators on 
March 13, 1881, in St. Petersburg. 

The first attempt on the czar’s life was 
made in 1866. Inthe following year he 
was assaulted’ with murderous intent in 
the Bois de Boulogne in Paris. 

In 1879 the emperor knew that his death 

was compassed by the nihilistic committee 
in St. Petersburg, the central source of 
the terrorism that had raged through Rus- 
sia. ' 
- In April, 1879, the schoolmaster, Solovieff, 
fired four. times at the czar in the palace 
garden at St, Petersburg. In November 
the dynamite mine was exploded on the 
Moscow railroad, which, owing to a change 
inthe programme, destroyed a baggage 
train instead of the car in which the emperor 
was traveling. In 1880 explosives fired in 
the cellar of the Winter palace would have 
destroyed the czar and his guests at din- 
ner had he not by a rare chance been a 
few minutts late.

The promoters 
of this great enterprise have planned it on 
broad lines and will conduct it on such a 
liberal scale as to command the confidence 
and support of the people of the United 
States. The exposition will not be confined 
to the south. It will embrace the entire 
union and will be open to exhibits from 
Mexico, Central and South America. 
“There is no reason why this country 


should not command the trade of the Span- 


ish-American republics. From the geograph- 
ical position of those countries and their 
proximity to the United States, our manu- 
facturers and merchants should be able to 
command a large part of their trade. The 
United States should do a profitable business 
with the 60,000,000 of the people to the south 
of us. Emgiand, France, Germany and 
Spain, control the commerce which should, 
for the most part, belong to this country; 
American enterprise should at least com- 
mand a fair share of it. 

‘The Cotten States and International ex- 
position has this object in view; and with 
preper encouragement from the government 
and the people ef this country, there is no 
reason why the effort should not be suc- 
eessful. 

“The purpose of this national and inter- 
national exposition is to make it bear the 
same relation te the people of the American 
centinent that the Chicago exposition bore 
to the nations of the world. This is the ob- 
ject which the public-spirited citizens of 
Georgia and the south have in view. All 
of the southern states will cordially co-oper- 
ate in making it a grand exposition of 
the industrial progress of their section of 
the union. ° 

A Novel Feature, 

“The colored people) will take am active 
part. It is in contemplation to have a build- 
ing exclusively devoted to them. Thi§ will 
contain their handiwork and show the ad- 
vancement which the race has made in the 
useful arts.

the abrogation of franchises held by the 
railroads under the state law, which, it is 
claimed, is being violated by the roads in 
refusing to supply transportation facilities 
unless they are permitted to run Pullman 
cars. The most important clauses of the 
resolution bearing upon the action of the 
state officials were drafted by a woman, 
Mrs. Fanny Kavanaugh. 

The swinging into line of the many 
trades unions present was brought about 
by speeches made by all of the prominent 
labor leaders in the city. While not act- 
ing in concert, the unions were all pledged 


_at or before the meeting to join in support- 


ing the railroad men in their struggle and 
at a later meeting of the Trades and Labor 
Assembly, the central division of the 
United Laborers, a committee was ap- 
pointed to wait upon the officials of the 
American Railway Union and offer the 
united strength of every trade and ™ 
organization in the city. 


All Union Men Pledged. 


The tender was made at headquarters this 
afternoon and it was pledged that every 
union man in the city would go out immedi- 
ately if the officers of the railroad union 
deemed it necessary. The proposition made 


and accepted was that in case the trouble - 


between the union and the railroads was 
not settled within the next day or two 
every union man in the city of Chicago, 
from the highest to the lowest, would be 
called out in sympathy with the railroad 
men. 

At the lowest estimate this will mean a 
strike among the labor «aions alone of 
over one hundred and fifty thousand men. 
Added to this will be the many thousands 
who will be thrown out of employment by 
the forced shutdown of atl industries af- 
fected by the labor agitation. 

It will mean for Chicago alone the en- 
forced idleness of at least 200,000 men, not 
counting the railroad men who are now out 
of work. It will mean the crippling and 
great financial loss to hundreds of factories 
and corporations. The immensity of the 
lockout, orstrike, cannot be estimated 
correctly at the present time and the ulti- 
mate “disaster which is bound to follow is 
sufficient in appearance to cause the most 
courageous to shudder. 

‘ To Wait for Debs’s Order. 


When the proposition was made to the 
union officials today there was scarcely 
a man who did not pause to estimate the 
consequence. After ta lengthy discussion 
with the executive board of the American 
Railway Union, President Debs accepted 


‘the offer of the unions on condition that 


they would not strike until called upon to 
do so by the union. Whether this call is 
issued is dependent upon the action of 
tue railroads who are sow fighting the 
union. The -laborers and their followers 
ail over the city have caught the strike 
fever und in many quarters it is threatened 
that there will not be any waiting for or- 
ders from the American Railway Union, 
put that strikes will be declared next week. 

The news of the actio: of the trades 
union was not believed at first, but when 
fully authenticated the result among busi- 
ness men wasaplainly noticeable. Not one 
is there to predict other than the most 
widespread disaster in case the union de- 
cides to call upon the laboring classes for 
assistance. An almost complete paralysis 
of the business interest will result and .it 
is needless to say that every effort is being 
made to induce the labor leaderg to recon- 
sider their action. 

With the issuing of boycott and strike 
orders today the American .Rgilway Union 
added several more roads to the list of 
corporations already affected. The first 
road to which the union directed the at- 
tention of the men was the Rock Island. 
Orders to tie up that road were issued 
yesterday and went into effect early this 
morning. All of the yardmen struck. The 
shopmen will go out Monday and the union 
has Girected the general tie up of the line 
itom Chicago to Texas. 

On the Northwestern. 


The strike on the Nebraska division was 
ordered late this afternoon. On the North- 
western the full strength of the union” 
was shown when an order: to the road 
men on the Galena division was issued and

On account of the action of the Milwau- 


kee in handling Pullman cars and refus- 
ing to withdraw from the Managers’ As- 
sociation a general strike on that road was 
ordered, but the men returned to work at 
2 o'clock p. m. A committee 6f men, not 
members of the union, waited upon the 
union officials this afternoon to try to have 


‘the strike order postponed until a definite 


answer could be secured from the com- 
pany, but the request for a delay wae re- 
fused and the order is now in effect. The 
men, however, will not strike until morn- 
ing. 

The action of General Manager Newell, 
of the Lake Shore, in working the switch 
tower for Rock Island trains caused the 
union board to declare a strike on that 
road this afternoon. Strikes were also de- 
clared on the Nickel Plate, the Northern 
Indiana, Big Four and Colorado Midland. 

On the Big Four the complaint is that 
the company has Pullman cars at Cincin- 
nati. 

On the Gould System. 

The order for a general strike on the 
Gould system was also issued this after- 
noon. 

On account of the Michigan Central be- 
ing @® member of the Managers’ Associa- 
tion a strike was ordéred on that road and 
almost immediately a number of yardmen 
and roadmen went out.. 

It was reported at ‘the union headquarters 
that the railroad people had asked the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph Com- 


“panies to supply men ‘to take the places 


of the striking operators on the different 
divisions, and acting on the same the union 
officials are threatening to cause a strike 
among Western Union operators who have 
racently joined the union. 

A general tie-up on the Union Pacific 
had been aittempted and the men on the 
Chicago and Great Western have been 
erdered out. 

Union officials say that there is nothing 
in the reports that the employes of the 
Chicago elevated roads and the street car 
lines have been asked to strike. 

* A complete tie-up was reported on the 
Monon as far south as Lafayette, Ind. 
Firemen Will Be Ordered Out. 

Late tonight it was announced that an 
understanding had been arrived at by the 
union officials and the grand officials of 
the Firemen’s Brotherhood. All firemen 
will be permitted to act either in a body 
or individually in supporting the union. 
Strikes among the firemen will'be ordered 
on all roads in consequence. 

The engineers of three divigions in Chi- 
cago have agreed to take advantage. of the 
interpretation of the rules by Chief Arthur 
and refuse to work with green crews. 

What is looked upon as a significant 
move on the part of the capitalists, as the 
union designates all employers, was the 
visit to headquarters today of P. H. Stude- 
baker, of Studebaker Bros. Mr. Stude- 
baker is a large stockholder in the Pull- 
man company, ahd while the conference 
between him and the union officials was 
secret, it was given out that it was for 
the purpose of arranging for a meeting to- 
morrow. It is not known whether the 
subject will be a compromise with the 
Pullman company or a protection to the 
Studebaker works. The strike assumed 
such prominence today that over ten roads 
abandoned ail attempts to rum any but 
mail and passenger trains. 

Freight business is almost entirely sus- 
pended and many roads have refused to-ac- 
cept business of any nature. The suburban 
service on all of the roads, except the 
Miiwatkee, has practically been aban- 
goned. 

A Failure at Cincinnati. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 30.—A special 
to The Times from Cincinnati from thor- 
oughly reliable sources says that the at- 
tempted boycott of Pullman cars at Cin- 
cinnati has been an absolute failure. Every 
train in and out of the city, scheduled to 
haul Pullmans has been run and has hauled 
such cars.» All roads are commencing to 
handle freight again. The Cincinnati South- 
ern is fully able to handle all busirziess of- 
Yered. 

Released on Their Recognizance. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 30.—Alex Shields, 
president of the American Railway Union 
at Hammond, Ind., and several other strike 
leaders were brought here this morning by 
United States officials. They were ali re- 
leased on their own recognizance, but Pres- 
ident Shields held a conference with Gov- 
ernor Matthews at which it was agreed 
that troops would not be called out if the 
stopping of trains at Hammond ceases. 
Immediately after the conference President 
Shields sent a dispatch to the strikers at 
Hammond telling them to stop all interfer- 
ing with trains until his arrival. He left 
for the scene of the disturbance shortly be- 
fore noon. The governor says that if the 
agreement reached at the conference is car- 
ried out troops will. be unnecessary. He 
will watch the situation closely, however. 

A Bise in Provisions. 

Chicago, June 30.—There is a general rise 
in all perishable goods as the result of the 
strike. Lemons, which ordinarily sell in 
this market at $2 to $2.6 a box, were quo- 
ted today stiffiy at $10, while thousands of 
boxes are rotting between New Orleans 
and Chicago. Ice, which is erdinarily # a 
ton, has risen to $10 a ton and is scarce at 
that. Strawberries, melons and all kinds 
of garden produce have advanced in like 
fashion. The hotels find themselves in 2 
peculiarly unfortunate predicament. Travel 
is very generally cut off and the price of 
all articles of food materially increased.

fm the democratic primaries. John C. Shep- 
pard, the conservative candidate, received 
about 32,000 votes, carrying only the coun- 
ties of Georgetown, Beaufort, Charleston, 

Richland and- Sumter. Tillman carried 
thirty counties and received 65,000 votes 
in round numbers. 

Senator Butler has not even the united 
or enthusiastic support of the conservatives. 
They, while saying nothing and realizing 
their condition of utter helplessness polit- 
ically, are more or less split up among 
themselves. They include Cleveland demo- 
crats, platform democrats, free silverites, 
gold bugs, mugwumps, high license advo- 
cates, prohibitionists and dispensaraites. 

They have been by no means pleased 
by the course of Senator Butler in the sen- 
ate. Many of thém thought that on the 
election of Cleveland the senator should 
have become their champion at Washing- 
ton and made a vigorous fight to control 
the federal patronage in their favor, ask- 
ing no quarter of the Tillmanites and giv- 
ing none. Senator Butler did nothing of 
the kind. 

In most cases he refrained from inter- 
fering with the alliance members of ¢on-

gress as to postoffices in their respective 
districts.

representatives. In those counties defeat 
would be a foregone conclusion and few 
men are unselfish enough to put themselves 
up merely te be knocked down for the 
sake of a-political friend. In a county like 
Laurens, for instance, where Senator Irby 
lives and where only 800 out of 2,700 voters 
are conservatives, it is doubtful if any three 
men can be found to enter the list for 
General Butler, and consequently those 
800 will be deprived of any voice whatever 
in the choice of a senator. It is in view of 
this that Senator Butler has proposed that 
at the primaries a separate box be pro- 
vided in which the popular democratic 
vote’ of the entire state may be registered 
as between the two candidates, they binding 
themselves to abide by the result. Inasmuch 
as the proposition is consistent with the 
popular primary idea, which has always 
been one of the governor's hobbies, it has 
been one of the strongest cards that the 
senator has played. In rejecting it the 
governor has taken the position that it is 
& matter with which he has nothing to 
do, and that the state executive com- 
mittee alone has control of all such ar- 
rangements. He has imtimated, too, that 
opportunities for the employment of a 
corruption fund might be enlarged. While

# decided advantage, which, from purely 
chivalric considerations, he is mot called 
upon to surrender. 

The discussion of national issues has cer- 
tainly not been the prominent features of 
the debates. A month ago, when’ Governor 
Tillman answered the alliance catecism, 
taking ground against the subtreasury and 
governmental control of railroads and 
telegraph planks of the Ocala platform, 
it was believed that an element in the 
alliance would be disposed to remonstrate 
against his leadership. This has material- 
ized only to a trifling extent. A few 
letters complaining at the governor’s po- 
sition have appeared in The Cotton Plant, 
the state alliance organ, and it has been 
hinted that possibly a declared populist 
will run as representing ‘the extreme 
Ocala notions. In this connection the name 
of Colonel Ellison S. Keltt, of New- 
berry, and of his son, Joseph L. Keitt, an 
ex-state senator from the same county, 
were mentioned, but gossip about them 
has about subsided.

Governor Tillman is a better stump 


‘speaker than Senator Butler. He is a bet- 


ter stump speuker than anybody in this 
state, and, perhaps, in the southern states. 
His voice is clearer and stronger, arid it 
never fails. The governor professes to en- 
joy campaigning, and certainly if he suf- 
fers any fatigue or distress from the ex- 
ertion it is never discovered by his hearers. 
The governors mind works like lightning 
when he is speaking and mo occasion can 
be instanced when he was not ready with 
an answer quick, sharp and effective to 
any of the annoying questions which time 
and again have been put to him. 

It is conceded that Senator Butler is the 
ablest campaigner yet pitted against the 
“blinker,’”’ as the governor is known among 
his admirers. The senator appreciates the 
advantage which his long experience in 
the upper house of congress has given. 
He is wonderfully familiar with the history 
of all the federal legislation of recent years 
and discusses it with fluency and great 
encidity. In this Governor Tillman is no 
match for him. 

Some ten or twelve of the joint chatue 
have already been held. About twenty 
remain and the windup of: the tour will 
mot be until the 8th of August, when the 
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State Treasurer, cS for Re-elec- 
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closing meeting will be he]d at Abbeville. 
So far a more or less decided preponder- 
ance of the crowd at nearly every point 
have been sympathizers with the governor.

and shouters the crowds have been his, 
and that the indisputable fact is that the 
crowds have been without exception small, 
indicating that the masses of thinking peo- 
ple of the state are wearied of Tillman, 
and therefore of politics in general, and 
that they are at home wrapt in sober con- 
templation. They think that this element 
of the yeomanry will be at the polls on 
election day and deposit a vote that will 
fall with a sickening thud on the gover- 
nor’s ears. 

To form an idea of the inwardness of the 
campaign for governor and state officers it 
is necessary to take an excursion back- 
wards into the history of the last six 
months. It should be said though in the 
beginning that this fight is a private fra- 
cas among the reformers. Only reformers 
are in it. Men who have. been identified 
with the conservative faction by force of 
circumstances as well as by their own in- 
clination are as completely strangers to 
the contest as are the people of North 
Carolina or Georgia. 

The Two Ways. 

It all come about in this way. Early in 
the year whisperings that there were two 
wings to the reform movement began to be 
heard. Editor Bowden, in The -Cotton 
Plant, commenced an agitation for an 
early convention, a ‘“‘March convention” of 
reformers, and he was taken as the spokes 
man of Shell, Ellerbe, McLaurin, Farley 
and other leaders high up in the political 
synagogue. About the same time Senator 
Irby in a series of letters and telegrams 
from Washington denounced what he 
characterized as the ‘“‘statehouse ring in 
Columbia,” including the.gentlemen named 
above. The senator, through the reformers 
of his own county, Laurens, who passed 


‘a set of resolutions, took ground against 


the early convention idea. He wanted a 
reform convention in July and he was un- 
derstood to be friendly to the gubernatorial 
aspirations of John Gary Evans. The dif- 
ference between the two wings widened 
until they came to be a yawning chasm. 
Then the idea was seized upon to hold a 
preliminary caucus of reformers to be com- 
posed of one delegate from each county. 
This caucus met in Columbia behind closed 
doors on the 4th of last April, five days 
after the riot in Darlington. At that time 
the Irby-Evans combination began to pros- 
per. The early reform convertion notion 
found little favot with the caucus, which 
issued an address, called a convention to 
meet on August l4th next and adjourned. 
This August convention is to be composed 
exclusively of reform democrats. On Au- 
gust 4th the reform clubs throughout the 
state are to meet and elect delegates to 


‘the democratic state convention, 


gust 9th following, and these in turn elect | 


delegates to the state reform convention of 
the 14th. In the clubs only those persons 


yare'to be permitted to vote who supported

to abide by and support the nominations of 
this August state convention. As the com- 
paign meetings end on August 8th and the 
club meetings are held on August 4th, it 
follows that in at least two or three 
counties the campaign for state officers 
will be over before the meetings are held. 
The general democratic primary elections 
will be held on August 28th. Unless the 
conservatives put out a ticket these will, 
so far as state officers are concerned, 
amount to @ mere ratification of the ac- 
tion of.the convention of August 14th, In 
these, by a lately adopted rule of the 
state executive committee, all white men 
who agree to abide the result will be al- 
lowed to vcte. In this way the supporters 
of Weaver in ’92, as well as the Haskell- 
ites of ’90, will be aliowed to participate.

are not voted for directly. The popular 
vote is cast for a ticket of delegates to 
which 
meets in September, and makes the actual 
nominations. Unless the reformers in their 
clubs agree upon tickets for members of 
the senate and house of representatives 
and county officers, the conservative vote 
will be felt in the selection of these in the 
primaries of August 28th. 

The unknown factor in the situation at 
the present moment is the Hon. George D.

He is a free silver man 
and an anti-Cleveland man, and he stands 
squarely upon the Chicago platform ac- 
cording to its general interpretation in 
the south. He is a man of strong person- 
ality, aggressive in his political methods 
and with much of that same close touch 
and sympathy with the masses which has 
been the secret of his brother’s success. 
While heretofore not a favorite with the 
conservatives it may be taken for granted 
that he would command their hearty sup- 
port. He has received great encourage- 
ment from the conservative press and the 
feeling now growing in that faction that 
their forces will be in danger of disinte- 
gration unless they have a ticket in the 
field will greatly strengthen him. “Uncle 
George,’”’ as everybody knows, is an un- 
compromising opponent of the dispensary 
scheme, and it is safe to say that he would 
fight it to the last. ditch. The moment he 
should take the field the whole situation 
will assume a changed aspect. The re- 
formers would find themselves seriously 
embarrassed by his candidacy. While his 
political relations with the governor are 
by no means cordial, still he is Farmer 
Ben’s brother and his name is Tillman. In 
addition to this Attorney General Bu- 
chanan, who is seeking re-election as a re- 
former, is his son-in-law, and that might 
lead to new complications. Signs have been 
plentiful in the last few days that the re- 
formers tremble at the mention of Uncle 
George’s name and that they are strenu- 
ously, almost frantically, exerting them- 
selves to prevail upon him to remain qui- 
escent. 

Ellerbe, Evans, Tindal and Pope cannot 
be said to be conducting an interesting 
campaign. They all defend the state ‘‘ad- 
ministration,’’ laud Tillman to the skies, 
recite the achievements of their leader 
and incidemally recount their own exploits 
in the past victories of the farmers’ move- 
ment. 

3 Not Much Variety. 

Mr. W. H. Ellerbe was elected comp- 
troller general on the first Tillman ticket 
in 1890, and two years afterwards was re- 
elected. He is a young man, comes of an 
old and prominent family of Peedee section 
farmers, has large planting interests in 
Marion county, graduated at Wofford col- 
lege and is supposed to be a favorite of 
the alliance. Greatness was certainly 
thrust on him when he was first elected 
comptroller general, as he was compara- 
tively unknown outside of his county and 
had not been thought of as an office holder. 
He was not Known in that campaign at 
all and his name was first mentioned when 
he was nominated on the floor of the con- 
vention. As comptroller general he has 
been active in the measures for increased 
tax assessments of the property of railroad 
nnd banking corporations and never for- 
gets to emphasize this in his campaign 
speeches. 

When General Ellerbe made his first 
campaign speech he was as bashful as a 
school boy and could not, without difficulty,

frame his senteffces. There is no ques- 
tion that he has developed wonderfully 
as a stump speaker and now he speaks as 
vigorously as any one of the campaigners. 
He is possibly nerved to force the fighting 
by his belief that his cousin John Gary 
Evans is trying to ride to the governorship 
on a free pass over the Tillman coattail 
route. He flippantly alludes to him as his 
distinguished little lawyer cousin. 

And now comes the dapper John Gary 
Evans. He is about the same age as Gen- 
eral Ellerbe and has been state senator 
from Aiken county for two years. In that 
body he has been leader of the reform 
forces on the floor, as he was previously 
in the lower house. He is a lawyer, a 
graduate of Washington and Lee univer- 
sity, an adroit, keen debator, quick on his 
feet and ready with his tongue. He 
fathered both the dispensary bills and is 
looked upon as representi the extreme 
and irreconcilable Tillmanttes. In fact he 
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promise candidate.” He is a nephew of - 
the late General Mart Gary, whose ak 
leged political wrongs at the hands of the 
oligarchy have been so often urged as an 
excuse and cause of the reform movement. 

Circuit Judge Earnest Gary and Associ- 
ate Justice-elect Eugene Gary are his first 
cousins. Notwithstanding that , Dilerbe 
charges that he was on the fence and was 
a secret enemy of Tillman until after the 
latter’s success was assured; he has man- 
aged to keep very close to the governor, 
so close in fact that his opponents find it 
almost impossible to eradicate the popular 
idea that the governor regards *im as the 
legitimate heir of his leadership. 

He Catches the Wool Hat Boys. 


He is incomparably the most attractive 
stump speaker among the candidates for 
governor, and by his constant attacks on 
conservatives, in which the other candi- 
Gates refrain from indulging, seems to 
succeed best in awakening the enthusiasm 
of the wool hats. In Spartanburg county, 
where Editor Larry Gantt is the king bee, 
twenty-five and thirty reform clubs have 
already endorsed him. His prospects for 
success are flattering, if some of the other 
reform candidates do not break up the re- 
form convention to be held before the 
democratic primary to select one of these 
four contestants as the reform nominee. 

Secretary of State James E. Tindal, of 
Clarendon county, is perhaps fifty-four 
years old, is a veteran of the confederacy 
with a good record, was educated in 
Europe and is a man of polished manners 
and considerable literary culture. It is 
probable he is less distasteful to the con- 
Servatives than any of the gubernatorial 
candidates, and that may account for his 
apparent weakness with the crowds. There 
are two other reasons, however, that 
should be mentioned. In the first place his 
speeches are gems of oratory and he shoots 
over the heads of his audiences, which 
seem to be enthused more by joke-cracking 
than by social truths couched in elegant 
language. Again it is mentioned by some 
of his friends that when his name was first 
mentioned for the position he started in 
and then dropped out, and some of them 
do not feel satisfied on this score. Mr. 
Tindal is a planter by profession and is a 
thoroughs going allianceman. His cam- 
paign speeches are full of moderation and 
sound advice for the people to come to- 
gether again, relegating past differences 
and discords. He advises the farmers to 
stick to the alliance. His speeches are to- 
tally free of what the conservatives call 
demagogic appeals. v 

Dr. Sampson Pope, clerk of the state 
senate, is a Newberry man; he was a sur- 
geon in the army and was one of the very 
earliest reformers. His enemies insist he 
is a very narrow man, but none deny that 
he has plenty of vigorous sense and rugged 
honesty. They all agree, too, that while as 
governor he might advocate extreme meas- 
ures, his personal sincerity is beyond sus- 
picion. It is a@ common remark among 
anti-Tillmanites that ‘Samps Pope is the 
honestest Tillmanite in the state.”” Dr. 
Pope’s speeches have won for him uni- 
versal respect and-today he occupies an 
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HUGH lL. 
Fourth District.

enviable position in public regard. Dr. 
Pope left the campaign party at_: Lancaster 
last week, explaining that ha “could not 
afford the expense of a canvass, but that 
he was still in the race and would join 
the campaign party later. Dr. Pope bold- 
ly advocates the high tariff protection doc- 
trines on the stump. He has published this 
week a card arguing against the plan ofa 
separate reform convention and urging that 
all candidaltes be permitted torun in demo- 
cratic primaries where ali democrats will 
have a voice. This suggestion will find 
no response amone the reformers. Dr. 
Pope is not looked upon as being really in 
the race. It is intimated that he has 
smelt a mouse of ringism during his can- 
vass and that his article alluded to above 
is his first effort to call public attention to 
it. 

All the candidates for governor favor the 
holding of a constitutional convention, 
which is to be voted upon in the general 
election. There is now little objection to 
it from any quarter. 

Not Exactly a Beauty. 

The only candidate announced for lleu- 
tenant governor is Dr. W. H. Timmerman, 
from Edgefield, the incumbent. He has a 
reputation of being the homeliest man in 
the state, and when he rises to speak the 
crowd invariably indulges in hilarious 
laughter. Dr. Timmerman is an Edgefield 
democrat who stands high in everybody’s 
respect and regard, and there is nobody 
an@ no faction that would oppose his elec- 
tion. He is about sixty-five vears old. 

For secretary of state Senator J. R. 
Harrison, of Greenville, and Judge L. R. 
Hill, of Saprtanburg, have been announced, 
Mr. Harrison has. not appeared on the 
campaign yet. Mr. Hill made his first 
speech at Bennetsville Wednesday, where 
he abused Cleveland, praised Ben Tillman 
and said he wanted the office. 

“Dolph” Jones, of Abbeville, now phos- 
phate inspector, and James Norton, of 
Marion, present chief clerk to the comp- 
troller general, are candidates fur comp- 
troller general. They _ have made no 
speeches as yet. 

For attorney general Mr. O. W. Buch- 
anan, the incumbent, has no opposition. 

For state treasurer Dr. W. C. T. Bates 
of Orangeburg, a man popular with all 
factions, will have not a breath of opposi- 
tion. 

Superintendent of Education W. D. May- 
field, who desires re-election, is opposed 
by Representative G. Walter Whitman, 
whose platform is the abolition of the 
South Carolina college and the blowing up 
of the political “hell gates.” 

Dr. J. P. Minus, of Colleton, Brigadier 
General R. N. Richbourg. of Columbia, 
and Assistant Adjutant and Inspector Gen- 
eral J. Gary Watts, of Laurens, are the 
candidates for adjutant and inspector gen- 
eral. 

The two latter are the leading candidates. 
General Richbourg ran for this office on 
the Haskill ticket four years ago, but his 
services when in command of the troops 
in the Darlington war have ingratiated him 
with the reformers. Colonel John Gary 
Watts, should he be elected, will probably 
be the youngest man ever elected to a 
state office of South Carolina. He is not 
yet twenty-five years of age. He is a 
graduate of the South Carolina State Mili- 
tary Academy and is a handsome end 
popular young fellow. He promises to 
weed out the “bandbox” soldiers” and re- 
organize the militia.

The demo- 
crats will have. a. hard struggle to elect 
their man, but they are confident of victory- 

In the first district Congressman James F. 
Izlar, a conservative, who is now filling 
Judge Brawley’s unexpired term, will stand 
for re-election. Dr. J. William stokes, an 
ex-president of the state alliance whom 
both Brawley and Izlar defeated, is again 
a candidate. The substitution of Sumter 
county for Charleston in this district, will 
greatly increase his chances. Cal Caugh- 
man, of Lexington, a doorkeeper in the 
United States senate, is also a candidate. 
Caughman is not, however, seriously con- 
sidered, and his race so far has been rath- 
er provocative of mirth than anything 
else. Caughman was formerly a Tillmanite 
of Fillmanites, but he now advertises him- 
self as a Butler man for the senate, and 
a backer of John Gary Evans.

These young men were among the re- 
cent applicants for the benefit of the 
Charles McDonald Brown scholagship, 
established by eax-Senator Brown. The 
report shows that they are young men 
of good character and that they stood 
a fine examination. They have been 
pronounced ip every way deserving of 
the privilege they seek, but as thge are 
twelve other successful applicants 
whose education will take up all the 
available money that can be hud this 
year from the Brown scholarship fund, 
they will have to receive outside aid if 
they go to the university next year. The 
twelve fortunate applicants were se- 
lected according to the grading of their 
papers, but the other six also passed 
into the classes which they were apply- 
ing for with a margin of ten points in 
their favor. They were appointed alter- 
nates, but the distinction between them 
and tke others is purely technical. 

It will be a grievous disappointment to 
these worthy and ambitious youngsters 
after qualifying themselves for the prize 
they seek to be forced to stand aside 
for the want of alittle money. They 
are farmers’ sons frem different parts 
of the state, and their certificates and 
recommendations show them to be hon- 


orable young men who will be certain to | 


repay the educational loan they need if 
they live. 

Dr. Boggs hopes that a few generous 
Georgians will take an interest in these 
six students and lend them $200 apiece, 
a sum which will be sufficient to carry 
them through. The doctor or Mr. A. L. 
Hull, secretary and treasurer of the uni- 
versity trustees, will gladly act as agent, 
take charge of the money and disburse 
it for the benefit of the students, whose 
written obligations will be forwarded 
to the gentlemen lending the money. 

The Brown scholarship is doing’ an im- 
mense amount of good, and as the fund 
accumulates with the repaid loans the 
number of beneficiaries will increase. 
The plan of lending, instead of giving 
the money has been found to be the 
best way of helping students. These 
debts of honor are always paid as a 
rule, and Alesander H. Stephens, who 
nided more than fifty young men in ob- 
taining a college education, is reported 
to have said that he was repaid in every 
case, except when death made it im- 
possible. 

We feel sure that there are many rich 
men in Georgia who will gladly supple- 
ment ex-Senator Brown’s noble work by 
extending its operations. It should be 
an easy matter to find six wealthy or 
well-to-do citizens who will take pleas- 
ure in promptly coming to the relief of 
the six students who are now held back 
through no fault of their own. The 
Constitution hopes to be able to print 
the names of six such men in the 
course of a few days. The loan 
required for each. student is only 
$200—a mere trifle which is thrown 
many rich men 
many times in the course of a year. Re- 
member that this money is not a gift— 
it is a loan that will be repaid. It will

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A Test Case Wanted. 

The Nashville American continues to 
urge the friends of state banks of is- 
sue to test the constitutionality of the 
present prohibitory tax on the notes of 
such banks. 

Our contemporary thinks that an au- 
thoritative decision denying the right of 
the federal government to tax state 
banks of issue out of existence would 
electrify all the country south of the 
Potomac, and immediately restore pros- 
perous business activity. The success 
of the experiment. would not only ben- 
efit the south, but the masses in other 
sections also. The American says: 

Baffled by a democratic congress in the 
attempt to regain financial freedom as 
promised in the democratic national plat- 
form, the spirit of the masses should be 
raised But’ the higher to battle for it. There 
is no ground to doubt that the supreme 
court of thé United States would now de- 
clare the tax to be unconstitutional. Then 
why should not the subject be energetically 
taken up by some of the leading citizens 
and a small bank of issue established in order 
to take the question before the courts, un- 
less one of the existing -banks holding a 
state charter will do so. Existing state 
banks have authority under the act of our 
legislature approved April 10, 1893,-to issue 
currency, upon complying with the provi- 
sions of the act. If none of these will act, 
let the ball be started rolling by a few 
liberal proposals for subscriptions, and we 
believe the entire capital stock would be 
readily subscribed. for. The loss from the 
tax upon the currency, should it be held valid, 
would be small, end there is every promise 
that it would be enormously overshadowed 
by the great business and clientage such a 
pioneer bank of the people would gain upon 
every hand. Let Nashville be the first to 


move in this matter, so vital to the pros-' 


perity ef the whole country and so essential 
to the true independence of the working- 
man. Our rights and liberties we certainly 
do not prize as freemen should if we will 
quietly yield to the astonishing adverse ac- 
tion of congress depriving us of the right

The Banks and the Gold Supply. 

The decision of the eastern banks to 
supply the treasury with no more of 
their gold for shipment abroad is a very 
sensible one, Whatever motive may un- 
derlie it, and the same may be said of 
the decision of the treasury to issue no 
more bonds during the summer. 

The tendency of this will be to throw 
the whole responsibility on congress, 
where it properly belongs. When Mr. 
Carlisle, in the beginning of the year, 
wrote his letter to Mr. Voorhees, express- 
ing his purpose to issue bonds and thus 
save the credit of the country, The Con- 
stitutivn suggested to him that the sec- 
retary of the treasury had no reason to 
make any extra efforts to preserve in- 
tact the credit of the country, since that 
duty belonged to the representatives of 
the people in congress, 

Whatever else may be said in regard 
to the recent bond issue, it is certain 
that it did not have the effect of increas- 
ing the credit of the government, which 
was just as good as it could be before 
the bonds were issued, and is just as 
good as it can be now. The sole result 
of the bond issue has been to increase 
the interest-bearing debt of the people 
for the benefit of a ring of bankers in 
New York city. So far as the gold re- 
serve is concerned, it is no larger now 
than when the bonds were issued, so 
that all that is left of this wonderful 
scheme for bolstering up the credit of 
the country is the bonds themselves, 
which represent an addition to the taxes 
imposed on the people of $2,500,000 a 
year. 

The banks put up the gold for the 
bonds, and it is*through them that it 
has been drawn out. They have brought 
down the reserve to what they thought 
was the bond issuing poimt. There are 
some very logical minds among the New 
York bankers, and they argued among 
themselves that if a bond issue was so 
absolutely necessary in February that 
Mr. Carlisle could not wait on congres- 
sional action, it must, in the nature of 
things, be absolutely necessary every 
time the gold reserve went down below 
$66,000,000. It was with amazement, 
therefore. that they saw it go down be- 
low $62,000,000, with Mr. Carlisle off on 
a fishing frolic. Thinking over the mat- 
ter, their amazement took the shape of 
alarm, and they proceeded, with a great 
display of magnanimity to “reimburse” 
the treasury. This “reimbursement” 
business didn’t go very far before some 
of the bankers grew weary. They paid 
into the treasury $6,000,000 of their pre- 
cious hoard of $90,000,000, and there 
they stopped. Then came the announce- 
ment that they would futnish no mere 
gold to the treasury. / 

We think this Is a very sensible course 
to pursue, Congress should be compelled 
te face and deal with the results of a 
continued depletion of the treasury re- 
serve, But it is a curious fact that none 
of the New York bankers seem to ap- 
preciate the real force and effect of their 
refusal to supply the treasury with gold. 
This refusal is, in reality, a proclama- 
tion to the people that the gold in the 
banks is more valuable than the treas- 
ury notes which wonld be exchanged 
for it. In effect, the New York bankers 
say to the people: “Your so-called ‘par-

of the government, in silver money, 
coined at the ratio of 16 to 1, and every 
obligation of the government, bond or 
note, is payable, not in gold, but in coin. 
When it is no longer possible, owing to 
the manipulation of the gold trust, for 
the people’s treasury to maintain gold 
payments the bonds that have been is- 
sued in the name of the people will be 
payable In silver. There tyould be old- 
fashioned justice in this event. And 
when gold goes to a premium, as it 
promises to do, the people will enjoy a 
larger measure of prosperity than they, 
now do.

Franklin MacVeagh for Senator.

It should be the 
corner ston: of democratic policy, and if 
the principl«s. enunciated had been recog- 
nized by the @emocratic president and dem- 
Ocratic congress, there would have been 
no necessity for an income tax and the 
anguisn of the east at the probability 6f the 
adoption of such a measure would have 
been spared.

question of the justice of the constitution- 
ality of the proposed tax, discussion on 
these points would be untimely. Let us take 
it for granted, therefore, that since the 
tax has been resorted to in other emergen- 
cies, it is both just and constitutional when 
applied to such an emergency as now calls 
for it. If no emergency existed there would 
be no demand for the tax, but since, as 
the result of the repudiation of specifie 
platform obligations an unusual condition 
has been created, congress has no other 
alternative thin to apply the remedy that

principle involved in the income tax.

A little more than two years ago the 
people voted to repeal the 10 per cent tax 
on state banks. Instead ‘of getting it they 
have, by a shrewd combination of repub- 
licans and eastern democrats gotten “the 
direct opposite of it.”” They voted for “the 
use of both gold and silver as standard 
money metals, each to be coined without 
discrimination against the other,” but the 
almost solid republican force of the house 
in combination with those who are now the 
most vigorous opponents of the income 
tax did not see it in that way, and the 
people got “the direct opposite’ of what 
they voted for, and for sometime the 
business interests of the country have been 
revelling in the luxuries of the single gold 
standard, of the scheme to establish which 
Hon. John G. Carlisle, now the secretary of 
the treasury, said on the floor of the house 
of representatives not many years ago: “Its 
consummation would ultimately entail more 
misery upon the human race than all the 
wars, pestilences and famines that have 
occurred in the history of the world.” Well 
might a democratic voter inquire in the lan- 
guage of The Sun if in this the winner 
has not lost and the loser won; if, in 
receiving the single gold standard when he 
cast his vote for the double measure, his 
vote was not a “mere form,’’ and what 
security is there “to the voter of any party 
as to what it will do or leave undone.’’ 

The refreshing earnestness with which 
the democratic papers of the east are now 
treating the democratic platform in order 
to defeat the income tax makes particularly 
appropriate the suggestion that if they had 
manifested the same earnestness when dem- 
ocratic pledges were being ruthlessly thrown 
aside in the mad effort to establish the 
single gold standard, there would now be no 
necessity for the income tax. 

The persistency with which one after an- 
other of the pledges of the democratic 
platform have been ignored, has made the 
income tax possible. Had the Sherman law 
been repealed by ‘substitute legislation, es- 
tablishing the double measure of coinage, 
the income tax would never have left the 
committee room with favorable recommen- 
dation, not because it not just, nor consti- 
tutional, but because it would not have 
been necessary. Since, however, the east- 
ern democrats, in combination with the 
republicans have seen fit to run rough shod 
over democratic obligations, and to accept 
only so much of the democratic platform as 
answers their special purpose, their newly 
conceived devotion to’ what The Bun terms 
“the democratic constitution” appears to 
an observer up a tree rather more osumag 
than serious. 

But positively there has been a regenera- 
tion of democratic faith in the east; possi- 
bly the pestilential results of the single 
gold standard have demonstrated, by now, 
even to the satisfaction of thé east the dan- 
ger and depression that necessarily follows 
the appreciation of gold and the deprecia- 
tion of silver by legislation intended to be 
discriminating; possibly, now that the plat- 
form is viewed with such fervent regard, 
the democratic representatives of the east 
may be induced to revoke their unholy alll. 
ance with the republicans, and to give ug 
what the democratic platform pledges—the 
coinage of both gold and silver without dis- 
crimination against either; the establish- 
ment of a genuine bimetallic standard—with 
or without the consent of England or any 
other nation.

We see that the call is made on the state 
Gemocracy for increased edk:cational facil- 
ities. How far is this thing to go? It 
Steands now at 5,000 teachers and a million 
and a quarter dollars annually. The few 
wlo are very rich and the many who are 
very .poor can stand it perhaps, but how 
about the common peopleswho are worth 
from $1,000 to $5,000 in property and who 
are the bone and sinew of the state? Can 
they bear additional burdens of taxation 
to educate other people’s children? Where 
is paternalism to stop? If the principle is 
right, why not run it to the end on that 
line? Why not give a high school edu- 
cation and a collegiate finish to every boy 
and girl in the land and tax the people to 
pay tor it? While we are seizing railroads 
kt us seize the colleg2s, too, and run 
them. Why not make the system universal 
and complete and build a college in every 
town? Why not furnish books and globes 
@nd charts to the pupils of all the schools? 
At a boy is lame and can't walk, why not 
furnish a horse and buggy for him to ride 
to school in or 'elSe provide a tutor or a 
governess to teach in the family? Where 
did this fad, this new departure, come 
from, anyhow? Our. forefathers thought 
it honest and fair tor-a man to pay for nis 
Children’s schooling just like’ he paid for 
their clothes and they would have been 
shocked at the idsa of being forced to pay 
to educate other people’s children. But 
New England got up this thing on the idea 
that education made good citizens and, 
therefore, it must be universal. And s0 
the new system worked its way down 
south and it looks like it is not only a 


fixture, but-must be enlarged. New Eng- 
_ land would take the back track now if it 


could, for it has been demonstrated that 
bublic school education does not make good 
Citizens, but, on the contrary, increases 
crime, “not just a little, but immensely,” 
Bays Mr. Stetson, the statistician of Massa- 
Chusetts. That state “has now five times 
as many white criminals as Georgia in pro- 
portion to population, and another Dr. 
Parkhurst is now in Boston exposing its 
municipal corruption. The old-fashioned 
school, where the teacher was directly 
responsible to the patrons, has never been 
excelled and the private schools-in every 
town and city is a proof that the people 
are not satisfied. But how are the poor 
children to be educated? In the same good 
old way. We never knew one to be turned 
off for poverty, but it left a ‘debt behind 
and it ought to. The doctor doés not fre- 
fuse to attend the poor, but he keeps bookd 


and charges it up and they pay ‘when they 


can. The obligation is upon them.. Pater- 
nalism has run mad in this country and it 
is the foundation of indolence and commun- 
ism and anarchy.

ary society, for then she could keep track 
of it and know who got it. I saw a big, 
black negro the other day who pocketed 
$600 out of our school fund and carried it 
off to Atlanta, where he lives, and another 
man carried more than that to Tennessee, 
where he lives. They will want a’ horse 
and buggy after awhile, or free transporta- 
tion over the railroads that are to be seized 
and run for the public benefit. 

I teil you that we are tired. The only ex- 
cuse offered is that it makes good citizens. 
But+ the records don’t prove it. The peni- 
tentiary reports disprove it. Go to New 
York and New England and Illinois and see. 
Mr. Stetson says that 50 per cent of their 
convicts have’a high school education, and 
12 per cent are graduates of a college, and 
only 4 per cent of the whole number are un- 
able to read and write. What is to become 
of our college boys, anyhow? What are 
they going to do? We see that some of them 
went back to Athens last commencement 
and got on a tare and tried to bulldoge the 
chancellor into taking a drink. Well, of 
course, they are not a sample of the grad- 
uates, but what are the well-behaved boys 
going to do? The teacher’s occupation is 
about full, unless, indeed, we are to have 
more educational facilities. Law and med- 
icine are full and loafing is running over. 
Heard a good, kind, indulgent father say 
the other day: “It is the most anxious trial 
of my life to determine what to do 
with my boy, who has just: graduated.” 
What then? Shall we not send our boys to 
college? Not as.a matter of course. More 
than half who have been sent were -unfit 
for the trust to risk the experiment. If 
eight years of school lie, from eight to 
sixteen, and four years of cottage life, from 
sixteen to twenty; does not unfit a boy for 
work, then he is an extraordinary youth, 
and deserved a college education. The 
trouble is that parents are loving and 
hopeful and ambitious for their boys to 
make their mark in the worid, but I can 
prove by five parents out of six who have 
boys in college that there was but one of 
the six who was fitten to go. Of course, I 
am/not alluding to business colleges nor the 
technological nor industrial schools, for 
they mean business at the start. But if 
my boy had a fitness and inclination for a 
profession, such as law or medicine or chem- 
istry or journalism, I would give him a 
first-class collegiate education—otherwise I 
would put him to work. You can’t insure 
him success nohow, but it is bad policy to 
turn a boy loose at twenty-one with nothing 
but a smattering of Greek and Latin and 
mathematics. Even the smattering is a 
comfort to him, but it is dead capital. It 
unfits him for every-day work, and He is not 
going to do it if he can help it. Germany 
has already receded from her extreme of 
university education, and has limited the 
number of benéficiaries, for there was not 
room in the professions for the graduates— 
nor was there room in the army or the 
clergy, and the young men were useless, in 
the field. or the workshop. England has 
never gone to extremes, but provides free 
schools for poor children under twelve years 
of age. The presumption is that then they 


should go to work.

But the question arises, what are the 
nesroes to do for a living if they don’t 
pursue these menial occupations for the 
white folks? Suppose the negro men get 
on a high horse and swear they will not 
drive drays .any more nor work in livery 
stables or hotels or shine shoes or chop 
wood for the white folks, what would be- 
come of the town negro? What would be- 
come of Aunt Ann if she didn’t cook for 
me and get her $2 every Salturday while I 
am.taxed to educate her children? It is 
all well enough.to rise higher if they can, 
but they can’t and it is bad education to 
excite false hopes. We have been edu 
cating -ithese negroes for twenty-five years 
and they will still spend their last cent on 
a circus or an excursion or a funeral or 
for a watermelon. They still live for to- 
day regardless of tomorrow. There are 
some exceptions, but improvidence is the 
rule and neither teaching nor preaching 
has changed «their race traits. The Irish 
emigrant might as well swear off from dig- 
ging on railroads and public works as for 
the negro women to swear off from cooking 
and washing. But the common negro’s 
contented disposition will make him 
discard all such’ bad advice. What 
ever they deserve they will get, and, as 
Aunt Ann says, “‘Effen I don’t get a crown 
in dis worl’ I will in de nex’, an’ I hain’t 
got long to wait, thank de Lord.” 

But what is all this. worth. The. gentle 
remonstrance of the old-fashioned few will 
against the tidal wave of the 
many on the subject of education. Eni- 
croachments ‘on human rights never go 
backwards and laws that grant pensions 
and plunder and privileges are rarely re- 
pealed. Then there is the truckling fear of 
what our northern friends, the enemy, would 
say were we to stopspending public money 
on the negro. What benefit have we ever 
secured from paying obeisance to northern 
opinion? Not even an intermittal of slander, 
and it is humilitating to see our governor 
stoop to answer their accusations. Better 
say, in the words of Colonel Oates, “What 
are you going to do about it?” But maybe 
we can stop this enormous drain upon the 
treasury where it is and not any further 
increase the facilities. And maybe we can 
stop these annual dress parades of the 
military. If ever there was a time when 
retrenchment was demanded, it is now, 
And now I think I feel better for having 
had my say. Let the procession proceed.

STORIES FOR THE CURIOUS. 


Men and Women with Horns. 


Horny excresences arising from the hu- 
man head have not only occurred in this 
country, bu: have been frequently reported 
by English surgeons as well as those from 
several parts of continental Europe. In the 
imperial museum at Vienna, the British mu- 
gseum at London and the Vatican collection 
at Rome there are fine single specimens or 
whole collectiOéns of these curiosities. In 
an English local history (History of Ches- 
hire) a woman is men.uoned who had been 
affilcted with a tumor on ner head for thir- 
ty-two years. Finally it became greatly en- 
larged and two horns grew out of it after 
she was past seventy years old. These won- 
derful horns, which are each within a frac- 
tion of eleven inches long and nearly two 
inches across at the base. are now in the 
famous Lonsdale collection in the British 
museum, In the annals of the French acad- 
emy theré is an account of one ‘Pietro le 
Diblo,”” or ‘Peter, the Devil,’’ who had 
three fully developed horns on his head; two 
as large as those of a good-sized ram, one 
behind each ear, and one straight one, nine 
and a half inches long, growing from his 
forehead. 

The varfous accounts of a similar nature 
found in modern and old-time medical and 
surgical literature would fill this entire de- 
partment of The Republic with stories 
equally as wondamlal as thas. 
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Curiosities About Sugar. 

Sugar, the modern commodity, which we 
class among the indispensable necessaries, 
was wholly unknown to the ancient nations, 
The word “saccharum”’ occurs but once in 
the Latin translation of the Bible and the 
equivalent for our word ‘sugar’ is first 
used by Plinv,’ whose writings are almost 
contemporaneous jwith the ministry of 
Christ. He calls it “honey collected in 
(from) reeds,’’ and says that the Romans 
first became acquainted with its use in 
Arabia Felix. 

Statins, in his account of the old Satur- 
nalia ceremonies, mentions ‘‘vegéetable hon- 
ey’ as being used, and winds up his ac- 
count by saynig that “this same honey is 
boiled from Elosian reeds.” 

Dioscorides,the Greek physician who flour- 
ished in the first or second century of the 
Christian era, and whose great work, ‘De 
Materia Medica,” treats of all the then 
known medicinal substances and their 
properties, says that “the name of sugar 
has been given to the honey which is pro- 
duced by reeds without bees,” and Strabo, 
writing concerning it, says: ‘““They (the peo- 
ple of Arabia Felix) make honey without 
bees from reeds and it sometimes resembles 
galt.” 

Arrian, in his “Circuit of the Red Sea,” 
alludes to the sap which “flows from reeds, 
thickens like honey and is sweet to the 
taste.’”’ Seneca, whom Chambers’s en- 
cyclopedia says was “born at Corduba a 
few years B. C.,”" writes concerning the 
use of “burned sugar’ among the people 
of India, and concludes by adding: “In my 
opinion the use of sugar spoils the teeth.” 
Nearchus says that sugarcane was ‘first 
made known to the western countries by 
the conquests ef Alexander the Great. The 
first of the sugar canes were brought from 
the east to Sicily, in the year 1148, and two 
years later were introduced in Spain. In 
1608 the Spaniards brought some of the seed 
or plants to the West Indies, and from these 
the present sugar industry has grown. Ac- 
cording to The London Hconomist, 5,107,000 
tons of sugar were consumed by the inhabi- 
tants of the world in 13893. 


How Caterpillars Change Their Skin. 

A day or two before the actual moment 
of molting the caterpillar ceases to eat 
and becomes wholly inactive as far ag io- 
comotion is concerned, usually remaining 
perfectly stationary. The worm appears 
very weak and languid, but this notwith- 
standing, he continually gives his body a 
series of gyratory motions, but always 
without shifting-station, First, the back 
‘or laterally, and a

vated, only to be as speedily drawn down 
again. At another time it will be noticed 
that the anterior part of the body will make 
two or three very rapid vibrations back and 
forth, to the right and left, while less per- 
ceptible motions are communicated to each 
separate ring or segment of the creature’s 
body. It has been observed that this seg- 
mental motion is not distributed evenly 
among the various rings, some of the 
joints seeming to dilate considerably, while 
others contract to less than half their nat- 
ural size. The effect of these alternate 
contractions and swellings soon becomes 
apparent, for the outer skin, now rendered 
dry as parchment by the subtraction of 
the juices by which it was previously nour- 
ished, begins to split on the back of the 
second or third segment behind the head, 
the opening disclosing a portion of the new 
integument. The rent being once com- 
menced is easily extended by the dilation 
of the body and the various other move- 
ments which are imparted to it until at 
least three segments are open, thus heaving’ 
a considerable of the back exposed. AS 
soon as the creature is conscious that its 
back is free, that portion is quickly curved 
upwards, a movement which invariably 
disengages the head and leaves the whole 
forward half of the body free from the old 
envelope. The head is next reclined upon 
the empty case, nothing remaining to be 
done but to withdraw the hinder part of 
the body. This operation is performed by 
contracting the segments and drawing them 
towards the head until they reach the open- 
ing. The apparent laborious operation is 
performed in a very short space of time. 


The Great Well at Grenelle, France, 

There is an artesian well at Passy. one of 
the suburbs of Paris, which flows steadily 
at the rate of 5,600,000 gallons per day; but 
the one at Grenelle, near the same place, 
has long been regarded as the triumph of 
the well driller’s art. The chalky stratum, 
under which the artesian water is usually 
found, was bored though, the drills pene- 
trating several feet of water-bearing sands, 
when, all of a sudden, the tools suddenly 
dropped several yards through a body of 
subterranean water. This was in 1841, after 
the work of drilling had been carried on al- 
most constantly for a period of eight years. 
Within a few hours after the first jet reach- 
ed the surface the flow was at th« rate of 
001,884 gallons per day, the temperature of 
the stream standing uniforn&y at 82 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The surface of the ground at 
the well is 102 feet above the level of the 
sea, and the pressure, which is as strong to- 
day as it was in 1842, is sufficient to carry 
the water 120 feet above the surface. The 
experts say that the exposed surface Of the 
water-bearing beds which supply tlis great 
well is about 117 square miles in extent, and 
that the subferranean area in connection 
with these lines of outcrop muy possibly be 
20,000 square miles, and that the average 
thickness of the sand which composes the 
water-bearing stratum is not more than 3 
feet. The well itself is 1,798 feet in depth, 
cost $72,900, and has been flowing steadily 
without any perceptible diminution in .the 
stream for 52 years. 


“There Were Giants in Those Days.” 

Turner, the naturalist, declares he 
once saw, upon the coast of Brazil, a race 
of gigantic savages whose average height 
was over ten feet, some individuals exceed- 
ing twelve and a half feet. 
France, in his description of America,which 
was published in Paris-in 1575, says t he 
was once present when the skeleton, of a 
South American savage eleven feet-and two 
inches in height was disinterred. The Chi- 
nese have a record of several giants be- 
tween 12 and 16 feet in height which have 
lived in the Flowery Kingdom within the 
last three hundred years.

The Blue of the Sky. 

The explanation of the blue of the sky 
is not to be sought in the fact that the at- 
mosphere itself is blue, but, rather, in the 
fact that the air, or its constituent parti- 
cles, reflect the wave lengths, which are 
readily refrangible and lets the less re- 
frangible long-waved rays pass through. 
The short waves of light—the blue color— 
are much more strongly refiected than the 
long-waved red ones. Lord Raleigh has 
proven that the blue in the light reflected 
from what we.call ‘the sky’ is 4-5 times 
stronger than. the yellow and 67 times 
stronger than the .red. Even the yiolet is 
6-8 times stronger than the yellow, and 9-10 
These rela- 


garily Cause the rejected light to appear 
blue. 

The blue of the sky is also peculiarly 
connected with the phenomenon known as 
the “polarization of light,’’ that color in 
the projected waves always being polar- 
ized in a certain direction; a fact which 
proves that they are quite independent of 
the turbid particles which are continually 
floating in the atmosphere. Astronomers 
say that they can see where slight changes 
would cause the wave lengths to reflect as 
violet, but as long as present conditions ex- 
ist the “vaulted canopy above us’’ will be 
in blue colors of varying shades and degrees 
of intensity. 


A Shower of Yellow Clay. 

On April 4, 1892, Marion county, Iowa, 
and especially that portion of it contingent 
to Knoxville, the county seat, was treated 
to a bath of thin, yellow mud.~.

DENIED BY GOVERNOR STONE 


Missouri’s Chief Executive Replies to an 
Editorial in the London Daily News, 
on Outrages on Colored People. 


From The St. Louis Republic. 

Governor Stone has given out the follow- 
ing letter to the press. It is self-explana- 
tory: 

“Executive Office, Jefferson City, Mo., U. 
S. A., June 15, 1894.—The Daily News, Lon- 
don, England: Some one has sent’ me a 
copy of your issue of May 16, 18%. On the 
fourth page is an editorial entitled ‘Ameri. 
can Horrors.’ It is stated that at the 
May meetings in London of the Baptist 
Union and the Congregational Union, reso- 
lutions proposed and seconded by certain 
reverend doctors had been adopted, ex- 
pressing ‘grief and horror at the wrongs 
done to the colored peaple of the southern 
states of America by lawless mobs,’ etc. 
It also appears that a Miss Ida Wells was 
presented before the British Women’s Tem- 
perance Association and ‘gave an account 
of horrors that had occurred under her own 
notice, and said that in 133 lynchings or 
mob murders last year only thirty of the 
victims had been even accused of crime.’ 

“Miss Wells ts described as a ‘colored 
lady from Memphis, Tenn.,’ and as the 
‘editor and proprietor of a newspaper in 
Memphis, who has been exiled under a 
threat of mob violence for protesting in 
her paper against these crimes.’ 

“Tt seems she so wrought upon the Brit- 
ish Women’s Temperance Association that 
a resolution of sympathy was passed by 
acclamation, declaring, among other 
things, that ‘no exigency can justify the 
infliction of such forms of retribution, even 
for crimes the most heinous.’ It is also 
stated that ‘in some of the great towns 
(in England) meetings have been held on 
the subject, and a strong feeling of just 
and righteous indignation has been arous- 
ed.’ We are informed that these proceed- 
ings, or some parts of them, were had for 
the purpose of ‘strengthening the hands of 
Dr. Bradford and other Americans, Who 
are appealing to public opinion at home.’ 

All Southern States Assailed. 

‘Taking these statements as a basis and 

,assuming them to be true, you proceeded 
in your editorial comments to prefer a 
severe indictment against all the southern 
states of the union. Your paper has a 
world-wide circulation, and the appearance 
of this article in your columns, especially 
in your editorial columns, is calculated to 
do immeasurable and most unmerited harm 
to those against whom it is directed in 
the opinion of the good people of all 
Europe. Missouri is not classed as a 
southern state. Geographically it is group- 
ed as a western state. But it lies right 
upon the border of the southern states, was 
one of the old slave states, and has quite 
a large negro population. I wish to state 
emphatically that negroes are in every re- 
spect as well treated in Missouri as in 
Massachusetts or any other state. 

‘‘In this state I personally know that they 
have the same freedom of speech and con- 
duct, and that they enjoy the same privi- 
leges of citizenship possessed by the whites. 
All over the state public schools are pro- 
vided at public expense for the education of 
_colored children, and here at Jefferson City 
is a college, erected and maintained by the 
state, wherein such of these children as 
have completed the public rchool course, 
and care to do so, may prosecute studies in 


the sciences, classics, etc. The colercu peo- 
els awa ace anfa nwndaw ane JlewS as the white, 


and there is no privilege of the citizen en- 
joyed by the whites that is not fully shared 
by the negroes. 

“I know this to be absolutely the truth as 
to Missouri. 1 do not hesitate to say that 
what is true of Missouri jis gsubs-antially 
true of all the southern states, I rave been 
much through the southern states. I am 
well acquainted with their people e1:d famil- 
lar with their condition. 

“The arraignment of the southern states 
by the organizations mentioned in your edi- 
torial is unjust, because wholly unwarrant- 
ed by the facts. The statement ty Miss 
Wells that out of 138 lynchings occurring 
under her own notice only 30 were even ac- 
cused of crime, is absurd; and equally ab- 
surd is the statement that she has been 
‘exiled under a threat of mob violence for 
protesting in her own paper ugaiust these 
crimes.’ 

A Pare Fabrication. 


“I have not a shade of doubt that the en- 
tire statement of this ‘colored iady irom 
Memphis’ is a pure fabrication. I ceny it 
with the same authority and ussurance that 
you would deny a siminlar charge 1f made 
against any highly reputable community in 
England. Memphis is a large city, end its 
people are cultured, humane, hospitable and 
law-abiding. No such social or public con- 
ditions exist, or can exist, in that city. 
The story is absurd. It is surprising that 
any intelligent person could be found will- 
ing to credit the statement of this woman 
that over one hundred cases had come un- 
der her personal notice within a year of in- 
nocent people being murdered by lawless 
mobs without even being accused of crime, 

“If the good ladies of the British Wonien’s 
Temperance Association will reflect some- 
what they cannot fail to see that they have 
been imposed upon. Equally has Dr. Brad- 
ford, whoever he may be, and the ‘other 
Americans who are appealing to public 
opinion at home,’ whoever they may be, 
have imposed upon the Baptist Congrega- 
tional unions. Is it not a little strange that 
Dr. Bradford and his colleagues should ‘ap- 
peal to pullic opinion at home’ by going 
away from home to make these monstrous 
accusations? ‘ 

“What can be the motive of this attack, 
and what influence is back of it? The peo- 
ple of the southern states have been hold- 
ing humerous conventions recently with the 
object of co-operating advertising on a 
ps — their wonderful resources and 

4evising ways and mea

est in national resources of any part of the 
union, but is unsurpassed by any similar 
area in the world. here are those in some 
quarters who look with apprehensive and 
unfriendly eye upon this movement to bring 
the south into greater prominence.

Purpose and Advantage.

In Distinction from Dressand the Banquet. 
The Brilliant Boston Womau Sketches 
Social Intercourse as She Found It

The salon differs from the party or the 
assembly at which people dance and. eat. 
An “elegant social supper’? would destroy 
the invisible social texture of a salon, and 
expensive toilets are out of place. It is 
as economical a method of entertaining as 
it is costly in its expenditure of skill and 
effort. 

The flash of wit, the logic of intellect, 
and the unseen guiding of political move- 
ments were the weapons by which the 
French salon became a living social force. 
Localities and persons change, but politics, 
intellectual vigor and _ sprightliness find 
as full exercise for Wheir faculties in Ameri- 
ca as in France. Nevertheless, our salons 
do not subserve various distinct purposes 
as they did there. A political salon scarce- 
ly exists in the United States. 

Mrs. Claflin in Washington. 

The official receptions at the capital of 
the country are far from. being salons. Yet 
as an instance of the wide and quiet in- 
fluence, almost power, that can still be 
wielded by a salon, was that held a fa@aw 
years ago in a simple and courteous man- 
ner by Mrs. Claflin, the wife of a Massa- 
chusetts representative. No one went to 
Washington, worthy of introduction to ‘p- 
ciety, who did not find in her a cordial 
hostess. Men talked of political measures 
over her cups of tea. No one was allowed 
to be always pre-eminent, each shone in 
turn. In this well-timed bringing forw.ed 
of each one’s specialty lay the secret of 
the success of the hostess. 

In New York. 

In New York the salons are largely 
within the control of the literary people 
of the town. The editors of several of 
the leading magazines hold charming 
salons. Though the extreme wealth of New 
York has” lessened its capacity for salons, 
the Bohemian circles of the city, into whose 
houses people ‘‘drop’’ for a friendly evén- 
ing, are most graceful, refined and enter- 
taining. Artists, actors, writers intermingle 
their dreams, realizations and epigrams. 

The most brilliant, learned and easy 
salon Boston has known was that in which 
Prescott, Motley, Everett, Sumner, Holmes 
and hosts of others met in the large draw 
ing rooms looking over the common at the 
head of Park street. George Ticknor, the 
historian of Spanish literature, the scholar- 
ly. man of letters, with his courtly and 
true-hearted wife and accomplished daugh- 
ter, were host and hostesses. Perhaps it 
was through the intellectual training and 
home grace of these evenings that Miss 
Ticknor first recognized the necessity for 
such quiet, persistent study for women, as 
she organized through tne ‘Society for 
Study at Home’’—the wisest adaptation of 
intellectual resources to the limitations of 
home life and the craving for knowledge 
that has ever been devised. 

A salon of a different kind was that gath- 
ered in later years, at the house of Mrs, 
John T. Sergent, its habitues were the men 
who had led in the transcendental and anti- 
siavery movement, the former of which has 
modified thought everywhere and has made 
Concord more famous as the home of Emer- 
son than for its revolutionary name. To 
Mrs. Sargent’s came not only Kmerson, but 
Weéiss, Johnson, Garrison, Wendell Phillips, 
Lucretia Mott and men of note, who hap- 
pened to be in town. s a forerunner to 
her salon were her Monday mornings, when 
papers were read and discussed by the rad- 
ical club, though she never cramped the 
freedom of her evenings: by compelling her 
guests to listen to a theme or discussion, 

The house of Mrs. James I. Fields is a 
kind of perpetual literary salon. Haw- 
thorne, Whipple and others were at home 
there in years gone by; Mrs. Ward, Miss 
Jewett and the best modern literati are’ now 
its frequenters. 

Mrs. Louise Chandler Moulton has long 
held a gracious salon every Friday after- 
noon in the winter, to which many a young 
writer or musician owes his first introduc- 
tion into society. 

These different salons serve as types to 
indicate the variety which can be produced 
by intelligent hostesses. 

The Absolutely Necessary. 

Control of a salon is absolutely necessary. 
It cannot be left to take care of itself. It 
must have regular days. Each person of 
distinction must be made to realize his im- 
portance which is a subtle flattery to him- 
self. Each must have his group of satel- 
lites, who must serve as stimulants to the 
chiefs. They must lead him on to further 
displays of mental prowess—and they must 
know how to listen. 

“Rarlottes.” 

It is far easier for average people to hold 
a ‘“‘parlotte’’—a term which I once heard a 
woman apply to her gathering of company. 
A “parlotte’’ does not demand brilliancy, 
but it abounds in introductions. Every one 
has done something by which appendage he 
is introduced. Slight fame acquires huge 
proportions, personal vanity is gratified, un- 
til the reaction sets in:—When the recollec- 
tions of a ‘‘parlotte’’ become melo-dramatic 
and its visitor ashamed that he was so 
pleased to be noticed. 

The country abounds in “‘parlottes’’ be- 
cause it likes the solid fact of an introduc- 
tion. Society puts itself on a commercial 
basis. If we are told how much a maa bas 
contributed to the intellectual worth of his 
city, we expect that what we have done will 
also be stated in the introduction, and then 
it is a square thing. 

Yet it is aggravating to find one has not 
spontaneously recognized a great man.. “If 
I had only Known Mr. Clemens was Mark 
Twain,’ said a stranger, whod met him as 
Mr. Clemens, ‘‘or that those shaggy eye- 
brows belonged to the writer of ‘A Man 
Without a Country,’ and that the woman 
who invented the peterkins and ‘The Lady 
from Philadelphia’ was Miss Lucretia Hale!”’ 
he continued, in mournful tones after he 
had been to a literary dinner, where intro- 
ductions ‘are not a rage. 

The absurd value placed upon the pass- 
ing introduction is conspicuous everywhere 
almost. Ralph Waido Emerson was a guest 
at a friend’s house. He came with his 
sweet, impersonal greeting, and soon ram- 
bled into a soliloquy which delighted all 
those who could hear him. But a benevo- 
lent busybody, who knew how the aspirants 
to fame would enjoy shaking hands with 
him, broke through the charmed circle, 
with a retinue of people to be introduced. 
Emerson bore it for a few minutes and then 


‘py a more skilitui ‘‘tour-de-force’’ than could 


be suspected in such a simple nature, left 
the room. But the kind-hearted woman 
Was not to be vanquished. ‘Oh, there is 
Dr. Holmes, he'll do as well!’’ she said, 
and sne hurried her group to him. Dr. 
Holmes saw the humorous side of her kind- 
liness, and asked repeatedly, ‘“‘Can I be;of 
further service?’’ , 

The art of conversation is lost in the 
omnivorous sociability of receptions and 
afternoon teas—scattered kinds of social 
gatherings, which give no distinction to a 
house, a hostess or a guest. 

In the salon the guests, the habitues, 
have come together, have been gathered, 
by some invisible process of selection. Young 
girls are seldom of the company. Nor are 
women who wish to sit together through 
the evening as if they owed themselves 
to each other instead of to the general 
conversation. Impossible are all guests 
who talk in intimate couples, and cannot 
or will not talk to strangers. 

The guests are the hostess’ aids, for each 
others’ comfort of which she must be the 

They must consent fo be intro- 

talk, listen or develop others ,as 

she wishes, following her lead. \She has a 
reason for everything she does and implicit 
faith must be put in her for the time be- 
ing. All seems to depend on the moment, 
although she has provided one or two peo- 
ple who can talk, but who will -be too 
ious to monopolize the conversation. 

o one is afraid of earnestness, provided 
it does not become a pressure, and is re- 
lieved by flashes of wit.
